developing today to three major 
portions of the maritime commis- 
sion's program for restoring what it 
termed America's "very sick" ship- 
ping industry. 


The biggest dispute may result 


from a recommendation for a medi- 
ation board to handle maritime la- 
bor problems. The commission said 
a solution is essential to continued 
existence of the merchant fleet 


The other controversial proposals* 
xvere: 


That the commission be given re- 


sponsibility for developing trans- 
oceanic air travel. 


That the ban 
be lifted against 


construction 
of 
American 
ships 


abroad if savings would result. 


The commission outlined its pro- 


gram last night in perhaps the most 
comprehensive survey ever made of 
American shipping. 


May Build 65 Ships 


There is prospect, it said, that pri- 


vate companies may build 65 new 
cargo ships in the next five years. 
They would cost 
$137,000,000, of 


which the government would pay 
more than 550.000,000 in subsidies. 


If shipping falls off or if the com- 


panies fail to raise enough capital, 
the commission said, the govern- 
ment itself must build ships to meet 
foreign commerce and national de- 
fense requirements. 


Contemplated replacements 
fall 


short of the number of ships ready 
to retire from service. Of 155 vessels 
in the subsidized fleet, 131 will be 
obsolescent in five years. Of 1,422 
vessels of all types in the nation's 
entire sea-going merchant fleet, 1,- 
305 
will be obsolescent 
in five 
years. 


These aging vessels are what re- 


main, the commission said, of the 
"magnificent armada" of merchant 
ships which America had in 1922. 


In the age of vessels the commis- 


sion noted one of the causes of la- 
bor troubles — cramped quarters. 
For allowing these to exist, for pay- 
ing seamen poor wages, and for 
giving them generally poor work-

years ago. business men cried in 
chorus that conditions were "fun- 
damentally sound" and that all that 
was needed was "confidence."

So far as the facts and figures are

Deflation Started 


It is a debatable question wheth- 


er Mr. Roosevelt's 
intervention at 


this time can do much to stop the 
flood of deflationary influences that 
has started. He might have been

But the 
wait-and- see argument prevailed. 
The president is described by those 
who have been conferring with him 
this week as alert to the dangers of

deed, opportunism of any kind can 
be called a plan—is to encourage

Most significant, of course, was 


the president's discussion of the 
utility question. H e gave t h e n 
^ 


paperrnen the impression he would 
like to get together with the util- 
ities and end the war between them 
and the government. He could do it 
overnight by telling the public ex- 
actly what his policy toward a S12 - 
000.000 industry is to be. Mr. Roose- 
velt said, for instance, that the root 
of the difficulty was the matter of 
valuation of properties 
for rate 


making purposes. 
But 
there 
is 


something more—the question of 
government competition. The presi- 
dent referred to the right of muni- 
cipalities to vote for public owner- 
ship, but he significantly omitted 
saying a word about the use of fed- 
eral funds to connive with munici- 
palities to induce them to throw out 
the private companies. 


Until questions like these arc met 


frankly, there will be no invest- 
ment of funds by the public in new 
utility securities, and. without th 
support of the investors, 
utilit 


spending is not feasible.

change the whole national psychol- 
ogy. Thus. Mr. Kennedy could ap- 
proach the utilities and get them 
to agree to register under the pub- 
lic utility holding act. drop all liti- 
gation, and get 
a written assur- 


ance from the 
government that, 


while intermediate holding com- 
panies will be abolished, the "inte- 
grated" yvstems will not have to be 
geographical but may be based on 
financial premises.

capital turn over productively, and. 
if he were allowed to do it, he could 
handle the whole financing prob- 
lem of the utilities, the railroads 
and other industries. Once the RFC 
stepped in,.the need for government 
support would not be continuously 
necessary. Confidence would imme- 


diately arise out of such construc- 
tive policies. 


There aie, to be sure, 
political 


obstacles. Mr. Roosevelt's left-wing 
radicals are still crying out, in ef- 
fect, that disaster must come and 
business must be ruined and a se- 
vere panic must be brought on be- 
fore they will concede that any- 
thing wrong has been done or that 
business need be helped. Mr. Roo- 
sevelt is doubtless not interested in 
finding out that deflation can bring 
distress to the American people. He 
knows now from inside information 
how the tide is running. The only 
question now is whether Mr. Roose- 
velt will care more about theorists 
and political pride than about the 
average man and 
woman whose 


destiny he holds in the hollow of 
his governmental 
hand. 
Nobody 


who is truly disinterested wants the 
economic system 
ruined 
just to 


prove Mr. Roosevelt has made mis- 
takes. It is much better to save the 
economic system even if coopera- 
tion between government and busi- 
ness now saves Mr. Roosevelt and 
the New Deal from the humiliating 
defeat their doctrines would other- 
wise suffer at the hands of an em- 
bittered populace.

ONE TROUBLE WITH YOUR COUNTRY 


Steel is a heavy article of trade. 
And right now it is the condition in 


the steel mills that is tripping and ob- 
structing the normal, steady throb of 
commerce whose very irregularity will be 
felt on every farm in the country. 


Men watch Steel's backlog with con- 


cern in their eyes. 


This backlog merely represents orders 


for steel, orders from a thousand Apple- 
tons, orders that indicate that all these 
numerous cities throughout the nation are 
proceeding in the usual natural and heal- 
thy way or have found it impossible to 
do so. 


For the thousand Appletons are not 


.sending in orders in sufficient quantities. 


One of the admittedly substantial rea- 


sons for this abnormal condition is Mr. 
Roosevelt's favorite law whereby he has 
practically prevented tens of thousands 
of little manufacturing plants throughout 
this broad land from using their funds for 
replacements and additions and compelled 
them to turn those funds out in dividends 
to stockholders so the government could 
get a much needed rake-off in the way of 
personal income taxes, forgetting all this 
time that stockholders in corporations do 
not buy steel. 


A typical example of the paralysis 


created by the Roosevelt idea is depicted 
in any one of thousands of cases from 
which we select that of a little package 
manufacturing company that started in 
business in 1923 employing only seven 
people with a weekly payroll of but $200.

All the money that it had made 


it plowed back into the business, not a 
nickel did it pay to stockholders. Grad- 
ually it had grown from 7 employes to 50, 
from a weekly payroll of $200 to $2,000. 


But in the presence of Mr. Roosevelt's 


taxation ideas this company reports: 


"We were forced to declare divi- 


dends far in excess of what conserv- 
ative financing would warrant, abso- 
lutely preventing the building of a 
satisfactory working capital or re- 
serves to take care of the normal ups 
and downs of business. The tax re- 
quires us to seek expert and costly 
advice and generally increases our 
cost of doing business. 
It creates a 


shortage of cash for the payment oC 
necessary bills, and practically causes 
a complete abandonment of al! plans 
for expansions or improvements. We 
are unable to grow as long as this 
method of taxation exists. 
On the other hand the established con- 


cern, the one that has been able to prove 
over a long period that its business is 
reliable pr 
that has had a sufficient 


breathing spell from politicians to plow 
back its profits until it has grown strong 
may ordinarily borrow through bond is- 
sues, if the sum is large, or through banks 
if it is in keeping with their loaning 
rules, enough money for improvements. 


The business with blue blood is safe 


under the Roosevelt scheme, safe too from 
competition. 


But the business that is illy clothed 


and illy fed and illy housed cannot even 
get the money together to buy what it 
needs because the tax collector forces 
its earnings through such a channel that 
he may grab a share for the government 
irrespective of what is happening to the 
business. 


And that is certainly one of the ma- 


• terial reasons why Steel's backlog is down, 


^ why in turn Steel is instilling other busi- 
1 :icsscs the country over with fear, that con- 
.- stant end persistent enemy of all prog- 
i ress.

NATURAL BREATHING 


Last week we quoted from Hald- 


ane's "Respiration" (Yale Univer- 
sity Press, 1935) the following: 


The common symptoms or com- 


plaints of neurasthenic persons or 
those suffering 
from fatigue or 


shock are analogous to the exagger- 
ated reflex restriction in the depth 
of • breathing and the inability to 
hold the breath (as long as a nor- 
mal person can, say 40 seconds). All 
these symptoms seem to be due to 
what Hughlings Jackson called "re- 
lease of control." 


If Schafer's method of artificial 


respiration (the prone 
pressure 


method universally used for resus- 
citation of victims of. submersion, 
electric shock, asphyxiation with 
smoke or gas) is applied to a nor- 
mal subject who voluntarily sus- 
pends breathing, it is quite easy to 
maintain a rhythmic flow of six 
quarts, per minute more or less, of 
air into and but of the lungs. That 
is the average amount of air breath- 
ed in a minute by normal adult at 
rest. 


But if the subject voluntarily 


overbreathes, that is, takes regular 
deep breaths, but without violent 
effort, at the rstc of twelve a min- 
ute for a period of 1J to 2 minutes, 
until so much carbon dioxide is 
washed out that apnea ensues—a 
period of a minute cr more when 
there is no desire to breathe and no 
need to. and then the prone pres- 
sure artificial respiration is applied, 
there is a board-like rigidly of the 
chest and belly muscles whch re- 
sists the attempt to compress the 
thorax so completely that little or 
no air can be pumped in and out of 
(he lungs—until the period of apnea 
passes and the natural desire and 
need for oxygen returns. This phen- 
omenon is called the Hering-Brcuer 
reflex (Hering nnd Breuer first no- 
ticed and described iO and it serves 
as a protection acainst over-breath- 
ing or over-ventilation. 


The neurasthenic patient may feel 


that "he cannot expand his chest to 
breathe, just as if it were me- 
chanically restricted and he de- 
velops symptoms which, with the 
frequent, shallow breathing. Hald- 
ane calls "asphyxial."

The job of keeping guard over 


that tomb is a sacred job in the 
army, but it is no Sunday school 
picnic. 


Here is how it is done. Nine men 


and three non-commissioned offi- 
cers, a sergeant and two corporals, 
take over the job for 15-day tricks. 
In a quiet, cathedral 
atmosphere 


they march hundreds of miles back 
and forth in those 15 days.

That 
parading goes on from sunrise un- 
til Arlington cemetery closes at 
night. 


During his two hours on guard 


the soldier may speak to no one.

A caution to farmers to "know 


the origin of the alfalfa and Ted 
clover seed purchased this year" 
was issued today by R. C. Swanson, 
Outagamie 
county 
agricultural 
agent 


There is need for extreme caution 


because of the short supply of 
adapted seed of both alfalfa and 
red clover and the wide differential 
in price between unadapted and 
adapted seed, according to the bu- 
reau of agricultural economics. 


It was stated that the carry-over 


of alfalfa seed was very small, that 


production in the northern and cen- 
tral' states this year was much be- 
low average, but that production.in 
the southwest was above..average. 
The bureau said that much un- 


adapted southern alfalfa* seed prob- 
ably will be shipped to northern 
states, some of it correctly repre- 
sented as to origin, and some mis- 
represented as to origin. Because of 
the relatively low price of this un- 
adapted seed, it was stated that 
"many retailers, shippers, truck- 
ers, and others will use every pos- 
sible ruse to pass off southern alfal- 
fa seed for northern seed." 


Not Hardy 


Though some southern-produced 
alfalfa seed may 
successfully go 


through mild winters in the north- 
ern states, it was pointed out that 
Jie southern seed is not sufficiently 
hardy to withstand 
the usual se- 


vere winter weather in most north- 
ern areas.

Farmers were advised that "alfal- 


fa seed obtained from growers and 
shippers should be fully identified 
is to locality of production, and 
>Iends containing any portion of 


unadapted seed should be avoided 
so far as possible." 


It was pointed -out lhat public 


agencies provide information re- 
garding the origin of seeds in two 
ways. Many states certify seed, arid 
their certificates show the variety 
and locality where grown as well 
as other information. The bureau of 
agricultural economics maintains a 
verified-origin seed service under 
which verified-origin labels are at- 
tached to seed containers which in- 
dicates in what state or states the 
seed was grown. Seed cerified as 
to origin by the bureau is not ceri- 
fied as to variety or germination, 
but the verification sets up certain 
minimum standards of quality cov- 
ering such facts as germination, 
purity, and noxious-weed-seed con- 
tent.

Now casein is used 
m glazing paper, glues, paints, the 
printing of cotton cloth, and the 
manufacture of many articles, such 
as buttons, combs, handles and 
knobs, the department said. 


In 1936 Wisconsin produced about 


34 per cent of the nation's output 
of casein, according to the crop re- 
porting service of the Wisconsin 
and United States department of 
agriculture. 
With a total produc- 


tion of about 15,653,000 pounds, an 
all-time high point of production 
was reached in the state, and an 
increase of 30 per cent over 1935.

The March of Fascism and the Parties of the Left 


It is evident that Mussolini has 


not joined the Nazis and the Japan- 
ese in an anti-communist pact be- 
cause communism has suddenly be- 
come more formidable than it was 
a year ago. All the evidence indi- 
cates that the Comintern-is in re- 
treat and that Soviet Russia has 
lost influence both in Europe and 
in Asia. But what has happened is 
that Japan, Italy and 
Germany, 


each in its sphere of expansion, are 
moving rapidly from the phase of 
mobilization and propaganda among 
their own peoples into the phase of 
forcible action to achieve their im- 
perial ambitions. 


The anti-communist pact is a use- 


ful and ingenious instrument of 
these ambitions. It provides each of 
these powers with a plausible pre- 
text for intervention: it helps to 
paralyre the resistance 
of their 


prospective victims: 
it serves to 


distract and confuse the policy of 
Britain. France 
and the United 


States: it insures to each of the fas- 
cist states the. more or less active I 
assistance of the two others. 


Thus the ami-communist pact is 


not primarily a defense against the 
spread of communism, but a device 
for the promotion of fascist imperi- 
alism. That this is the fact may be 
seen by noting that Tokio. Berlin 
and Rome invariably find com- 
munism most menacing at those 
points where the resistance to their 
imperialism is greatest. Thus Japan 
has not attacked communist Rus- 
sia, but nationalist China. Italy has 
intervened in Spain, a country of 
minor importance in the constitu- 
tion of Europe but of absolutely 
first importance in respect to the 
strategic position of Britain, France 
and Italy. The German thunder is 
directed against Czechoslovakia, of 
all the countries of central Europe 
the most democratic and the least 
likely 
to 
be 
bolshevized. 
But 


sist the spread of fascist imperial- 
ism; it is they, rather than the 
parties of the Left, 
who would 


normally be concerned about such 
things as Gibraltar. Minorca and 
Suez. 
Ethiopia. Czechoslovakia, 


northern China, and Shanghai. But 
the parties of the Right feel them- 
selves to be the objects of a class 
war by the parties of the Left. So 
they submit to aggression abroad 
because they fear it so much at 
home.

Internal Division Can't 
Be Healed by Concessions 


Since the parties of the Left are 


stronger at the polls 
than 
the 


parties of the Richt. the responsi- 
bility is theirs. Though there is no 
doubt that a far-reaching reduction 
of the privileges of the conserva- 
tives has to be undertaken, the 
conservatives cannot make social 
peace merely by making conces- 
sions. As long as the Left is com- 
mitted to the principle of the class 
war. the internal division of the 
democracies cannot be healed by 
concessions. It. can be healed only 
if the concessions are made in re- 
turn for a convincing renunciation 
of the spirit of this class war. 


From this point of view the lead-

throughout the world. They cannot 
escape that choice. They must de- 
cide whether they wish to oppose 
organized fascism or to continue 
harrying the economic 'royalists in 
the spirit of class war. 


They must decide whether they 


will return to the spirit of liberal 
democracy or whether they will 
use the machinery 
of voting to 


create electoral majorities in order 
to impose the ideals of the Left. 
Until they have made that decision, 
until they renounce not only the 
doctrine 
but the temper of the 


Marxian class struggle, their elo- 
quent tirades against fascism will 
continue to be so much empty and 
self-deluding rhetoric. 


They will continue to paralyze 


the democracies. They will con- 
tinue to divide them. They will 
continue to provoke the reaction 
which will in the end destroy the 
Left completely.

Class War Important 
Factor in Developments 


The anti-communism of Tokio, 


Berlin and Rome would not be the 
effective instrument which it is if 
the bolshevik spirit were not in 
fact an important influence in the 
geat democracies and in the coun- 
tries against which the fascists are 
directing their attack. The heart 
of "communism," outside of So- 
viet 
Russia, is not the planned 


economy and the collectivized in- 
dustries which have 
cast 
such 


a spell upon the minds of western 
progressives. 
Outside of Russia 


the heart of so-called communism 
is the class war waged not alone 
by professed communists but by 
all kinds of socialists, trades union- 
ists, humanitarians. 


There can be little doubt that in 


the western democracies the par- 
ties of the Left are now imbued 
with the philosophy and the spirit 
of-the class war. This philosophy 
and this spirit, rather than the 
specific measures of reform, are 
the reason why the conservative 
classes are today as sympathetic 
as they are to the fascist advance. 
Normally, 
the 
conservatives in 
Great Britain, in France and in 
America would be the first to re- 


ers of the Left comprise the New 
Dealers in America, the followers 
of M. Blum in France, the Labor 
party in Britain, together with the 
greater part of the intellectuals in 
all countries. That they arc aroused 
by real social evils no one in his 
senses would deny. That they are 
opposed 
by 
darkly reactionary 


forces is evident. But the 
para- 


mount fact is that the Left move- 
ment is today 
essentially 
illib- 


eral and undemocratic in spirit and 
method, that the animating spirit 
of the movement as a whole is the 
enmity of the class struggle. 


The 
inevitable consequence of 


that enmity is the internal paralysis 
of the democracies in the presence 
of the fascist advance.
